“The board acts when it's 
prompted to act and yes, they 
have been timid in the past. It 
should have been done a long 
time ago.” 

Moss questioned whether a 
compromise between the city 
school district and the subur- 
ban districts can be achieved. 


(The suburban districts) are— 


not interested in compromise,” 
Moss said. “If they feel they can 
win this.without giving up any- 
thing, that’s what they're going 
to do. We’re the ones that take 
an attitude of compromise. But 
if the (suburban) ‘school dis- 
tricts and superintendents take 
a hard line, there's going to be 
difficulty in compromising.” 

Moss also expressed con- 
cern about the state legisla- 
ture, which had imposed the 
annexation moratoriums since 
1980 and were now-consider- 
ing several bills, including one 
by State Sen. Eugene Watts of 
Columbus, which would give 
the suburban school district 
parents the sole right to vote on 
whether their children would 
be annexed to the city’s 
schools. 

“There is tremendous pres- 
sure” on some legislators to 
maintain the moratoriém, 
Moss said. “There is room for 
compromise, but there is some 
question whether there is wil- 
lingness in both camps to 
reach it.” 

The school board-is prepar- 
ing to place a7 to8 milllevy on 
the ballot to cover what it antic- 
ipates is a $20 million shortfall 
next year. Moss questioned 
whether the annexation resolu- 
tion was a “show” to convince 
the city’s voters “that we are 
serious about going after the 
land.” 

Moss said it was too early to 
determine if the board was as 
polarized along racial lines as it 
iwas in the late 1970s; when 
school desegregation was the 
major issue. “In the absence of 
hard racial issues facing this 
board, we have not had the 
opportunity of observing that 
kind of division,” Moss argued. 

However, Moss added that 
“there are issues involved in 
the public schools that, far 


issues is the composition of the 
system's faculty, which is only 
18 percent Black while the 
children are 45 percent Black. 
“That'sinstitutionalized 
racism;” Moss said. “It says 
something to the students, it 
says something to the teach- 
ers, and it says something to 
anybody who is looking at the 
school system. And it’s unfair. 


“Black teachers are even 
being discouraged from going 
into education (nationwide) 
because public education is 
saying to them that they don't 
want Black teachers,"’ Moss 
added. “And they don’t want 
Black teachers because they're 
Black.” 


Moss also expressed con- 
cern about the proposed 
school reorganization plan, 
which was.pulled back by the 
administration. The plan would 
have reduced school busing. 
“The reorganization is for the 
wrong reasons,” Moss assert- 
ed. “The reason they're talking 
about reorganizing is to bring 
white. parents into the district. 
If you're going to cater to bring 
white parents back into the 
system, you're going to have to 
cater to keep them there. And 
that means you're going to 
discriminate.” 

Despite the fact that, “as an 
individual, | like him,” Moss has 
withheld judgment onthe 
school superintendent, Dr. 
James Hyre. “! am reserving 
judgment.for the time being, 
because trust must be estab- 
lished,” Moss said. 

Moss also added that he

‘ RIMSHOT, RIMSHOT--His 
legal mame is James L. Rogers, 
but he is better known around 
the world as Jimmy Rogers, 
“Mr. 'Stix.” Rogers, a world- 
renowned jazz drummer who 
has laid down a mighty beat 
with the Basie band and other 
legendary aggregations, 
recently returned to Colum- 
bus, his hometown, to settle 
down after a long and fruitful 
life on the road. Local historian 
Anna S. Bishop, who is putting 
the finishing touches ona third 
installment of her “Blackberry 
Patch” series of historical 
books, informs us that Rogers 


is descended from an idlus-. 


trious line of Black Americans. 
Rogers’ grand uncle, Blanche 
Kelso Bruce (1841-1898), was 
the first Black man to serve a 
full term in the U.S. Senate dur- 
ing the Reconstruction era fol- 
lowing the War Between the 

tates. Bruce escaped from 
slavery in Virginia during the 
war and fled to Hannibal, Mo. 
(Mark Twain's hometown), 
where he established a school 
for Black children. Bruce later 
attended Oberlin College here 
in Ohio. (Oberlin was one of 
the first colleges in the nation 
to. accept Black students on an 
equal basis with whites). At the 
end of the Civil War, he moved 
to Mississippi, where he served 


in a humber of political posi- 


tions. He was elected as a 
Republican to the U.S. Senate, 
serving from 1874-1881. Bruce

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Well, Clarence Pendleton is at.it again. 

Pendleton, the San Diego Reaganaut who is chairman of 
the U.S. Civil Rights Commission, said recently at a news 
conference in Little Rock, Ark. that it might be time to do 
away with his agency. 

According to Penleton, the commission is part of a “civil 
rights bureaucracy” which “tends to feed on itself.” 

itis sad when a man who has benefitted’so much from the 
civil rights movement has gone so far in attempting to 
subvert the very agencies which helped sustain it, and the 
programs which have helped bring its dreams into reality. 

Pendleton says of affirmative action, that “! know of no 
Black pioneer abolitionist who ever asked for anything 
extraconstitutional.” We agree, and we are convinced that 
affirmative action is not “extraconstitutional,” but has been 
upheld as a permissible governmental and private activity 
by every major decision of note over the past 20 years. 

If Mr. Pendleton knew his history, he would recall that it

‘Washington in 1941 that forced then-President Franklin D. 
Roosevelt to create the Fair Employment Practices Com- 
mission. Despite this effort, employment discrimination 
remained rampant. The creation of the USCRC in 1957, 
which was designed to help thé study the problems of 
discrimination in the United States, was a step toward 
improved race relations and economic opportunity for 
Blacks. ~ 

The Commission has, over the years, served as the 
nation’s conscience on matters of racial policy. It has been 
chaired by many distinguished leaders, includingormer 
Republican cabinet official Dr. Arthur Flemming and Notre 
Dame University President Theodore Hesburgh. 

Now, however, the Commission has been captured by 
the Reagan forces which have twisted its role into that of an 
apologist for the administration which has been.the most 
regressive on civil rights since the early 1900s. 

Pendleton’s positions on the Commission and on affir- 
mative action are intertwined. Both \reflect an effort by 
-Pendleton--and the other Reaganauts--to take broad 
issues of racial and social policy out of the national discus- 
sion. The existence of the U.S. Civil Rights Commission, to 
Pendleton, is an admission that there may still be a 
problem--a propiam that he seems to want to sweep under 
the rug. 

Pendleton is old enough to remember what life in Amer- 
ica was like before the Commission and affirmative action. 


- He remembers men with Ph.D’s who were post office clerks 


becauge that was all the work they could get. He 
remembers Black attorneys who could not even get in the 
door of a major law firm, He remembers Blacks who could 
not break into the trade unions, and thus were barred from 
entering whole areas of opportunity. 

Pendleton also must be aware that the percentage ot 
Blacks in workers managerial positions in the United States 
has almost doubled since 1960. Only a blind man couldn't 
see that such a major Increase was caused, at least in part, 
by the very affirmative action programs he condemns. 

On one thing, however, we agree with Mr. Pendleton. 
While we believe that the Commission itself should stay, we 
think that HIS role with the Commission should expire. This 
Commission has given too much publicity to a man who 
has done much to undermine and subvert the civil rights 
struggle, that remains all too necessary in American life.

Whittaker's introductionto 
bowling began over 40 years at 
the Vermount Recreation Cen- 
ter on Mt. Vernon Ave. He was 
one of the bowling pioneers, 
who fought discrimination in 
bowling. The American 
Bowling Congress finally 
dropped the “Caucasin only” 
clause from its membership 
rules. This change was made 
during the 1950 ABC Conven- 
tion in Columbus, Ohio. 


Alex was president of the 
,Columbus Senate of the 
National Bowling Association 
when it held its 40th Annual 
Convention and 38th Annual 
Championship Tournament, 
May 16-27, 1979 in our city. 

This tourn. nent attracted 
1,500 teams, 2,600 set of dou- 
bles, 5,200 singles and passed 
out over $125,000 in cash 
awards, trophies and special 
awards. 

The National Bowling Asso- 
ciation was organized in 1939 
for the express purpose of

The slave diet was far more 
superior and healthful than the 
white bread, beef choice pork 
products, lard, and white sugar 
that the master used in abun- 
dance.

Jones as one of her assailants. 
Tracy said Jones was there 
when she was taken to the 
County jail for allegedly steal- 
ing a purse. 

Dawns said on Jan. 22, Tracy 
was taken to the Bureau of 
Criminal investigation for a 
polygraph test in London, 
Ohio. Results of the test, 
showed that Tracy was telling 
the truth, according to Dawns. 

Sgt. Walter Meyr, of the 
Franklin County detective 
bureau, said that on Jan. 9 
Tracy Smith was at Matfield's 
house. 

Meyr said after Matfield 
found that her purse was miss- 
ing, she contacted Jones and 
Calloway to go look for her.
